RECENT DEATHS. 

Masor Henry W. Freepuey, U. 8. Army, retired, 
a veteran officer, died at Baltimore, Nov. 4 He 
was a native of Pennsylvania, entered the Military 
Avademy in 1851, was graduated in 1855 and pro- 
moted to the 9th Infantry, afterwurds to the 3d In- 
fantry.

QUARTERMASTER GENERAL'S REPORT. 


Tuer annual report of Bric. Gen. 8. B. Holabird, 
uartermaster General, for 1889, showsa total ot 
0,617,342. Statistivs are given of the expenditures 
for different articles of Army supplies, including 
$224,488 for clothing issued to the militia. Details 
are given of the work upon military posts during 
the fiscal year, but these are already out of date. The 
expenditures on different posts are given as follows: 
McPherson Barracks, Ga., $284 439; Fort Porter, N. 

.. $20,445; Fort Wadsworth, 821.764; Fort Movroe, 
$19,295; Fort Snelling, Minn., $59,650; Fort Warren, 
Mass., $30,793; San Antonio, Texas, $51,002; Fort 
Leavenworth, $11,000. At Forts Riley, D. A. 
Russell, Sheridan, Logan and Sidney, and at New- 
—— work is in progress under existing appropra- 
tions. 

For improving the water supply at military 
and for drainage, sewers, \ barves, roads, —— 
rious other improvements of this nature, $569,398 has 
been authorized. 

To keep up the supply of tableware and kitchen 
utensils the sum of $25,000 is estimated. To supply 
the 44 bands witha complete set of band instru- 
ments, $34,400 will be required, and $10,000 annually 
to keep up the supply. including repairs. 

Further steps have been taken to improve the 
quality of barrack chairs. Three samples have been 
selected, and 100 of each will be madeat the military 
prison and issued to the Army during the present 
year for trial. 

A few complaints have been made oy post quar- 
termasters of delay in supplying clothing and 
equipage upon their estimates during the year. In 
consequence of this a change has been made in the 
method which, it is thought, will remedy the diffi- 
culties hereafter. 

ir is suggested that in cases of the premature dis- 
charge of an enlisted man, he be required to re- 
imburse the Department for the cost of his first 
year’s outfit, viz : $71.06. 

It is recommended that 0 quaternary corps 
of 1,290 men be organized to relieve the ————— en- 
listed force of the Army of most of its labors. One 
corporal to be appointed to every ten men and one 
sergeant for every fifteen men. The non-commis- 
sioned officers to serve as overseers, superintending 
train-masters and other corresponding positions. 

‘The successful man mert of the business re! 
ing to the supply of table furniture, cooking uten- 
sils, etc., it is contended, necessitates common mess 
halls and cooking apparatus for each permanent 
garrison, which should not be interfered with by 
a change of troops or companies of a garrison. 

Drill halis and gymnasiums at all posts are con- 
sidered necessary. 

The officers of the department are generally com- 
plimented for their efficient service. 

In conclusion the report states: 

“It would be advantageous to the service, pass- 
ibly, to have agradual and continuous change of 
the officers on duty in this offive, but such asystem is 
interfered with by two causes, the necessities of the 
general service where in the department and 
the advantages of having in this office one or more 
who is peculiarly well fittea for irs duties by an ex- 
act knowledge of its derails, rutmes and methods.” 





THE SOLDIER'S HOME.

He 
will discover at once that a discipline of a kind in which 
the interests of the soldier are little cousidered, or too 
abrupt and mgid for the Army of the United States, and 
desertion go together. @ ideal steadfast soldier io a vol- 
unteer army, such as the Regular Army is (regular because 
of its continuous existence, but voiunteer in the mode of 
its recruitmeot—a fact not always kept as steadily in view 
as it should be) can only be secured by equitable and con- 
siderate treatment combined with the exactions of military 


duty. 

Io this connection I beg to recommend the amendment of 
the 25th and 30th Articles of War. These are the only two 
articles in that code that panes to shield the soldier from 
injustice and oo bim a remed. 4 for wrongs inflicted upon 
him. The first of these (the 25th) is so inconsequential as 
to be never resorted to; while the second (the 30th) con- 
tainsa threat which discoura the soldier from ny 4 
the relief it offers,and the fact that the companies 
regiment are stationed at different posts, makes it Simeult 
for a soldier to obtain — ——— of his wrong by a 
regimental court—the mode of redress prescribed by that

and, moreover, the privilege of an enlisted man to have 
access to his command! officer during proper hours, 
accompanied if necessary, but unrestrained in any way, by 
a non-commissioned officer, and his right of appeal, atsome 
fixed hour each day, to the post commander, should be 
clearly set forth. ‘oo often =. privileges * made to 
depend on the consent of a non-commissioned officer. 

All that can be done in the matter is to make “military ad- 
ministration so perfect that the soldier will have no cause 
to desert his colors. 

It is tnperetively necessary that something should be 
done to gy the condition of the soldier at certain 
posts in the A where jon is rife—indicative of a 
bad condition of ‘Laministration. While courts of inquiry 
may be relied upon to ascertain the cause, it is for the ex- 
ecutive power to decide whether volunteer soldiers of the 
U. 8S. Army, enlisted at t expense, shall be so disciplined 
as to drive them from Service, or whether the kind of 
administration that compels desertion shal! be investirated 
and improved. It may be admitted asan axiom that re- 
straints that are unnecessary are always tyranvical. While 
but in only about 20 per cent. of the cases can the evidence 
of the deserter be brought before the court, and thus enable 
it to ascertain the reasons which actuated him in leaving 
the Service, the general cameo — long remains and can be 
readily ascertained by the co: 

Too harsh and — — — awarded by Courts- 
martial uoder the Articles of War and the customs of war, 
are undoubtedly too prevalent and frighten many good 
soldiers into desertion; and on this su ubject, I beg to refer 
to my remarks under "the bead “Courts-martial and mili-

It is earnestly recommended that, hereafter, recruits for 
the Army be sought for beyond the limits of cities by send- 
ing recruiting parties into the small townsand rural dis- 
tricts within reasonable distance of the established rendez- 
vous. Before a recruit is accepted he should it evi- 
dence satisfactory to the recruiting officer that be is of age, 
is unmarried, has not any one ndent upon him for sup- 
port, aod is known as a sober, industrious man. For the 
purpose indicated above it is recommended that the appro- 
priation for the recruiting service be increased $35,000. 





INSPECTOR-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Bria.-Gen. J. C. Brecxrnringg, I. G., in bis an- 
nual report, just made public, states that the duties 
of the lnspector-General’s Department bave been 
performed with traditional thoroughness and effi- 
ciency. Matters that have not been investigated 
for many years have been profitably inspected this 
year, but there are duties pertaining to the func- 
tions of the Inspector-General’s Department that 
have necessarily been assumed by others. The hope 
is earnestly expressed that a more adequate and 
permanent force be given this Department. The 
recommendation for permanent clerical and mes- 
senger arsistance to inspectors at Division and De- 
partment Headquarters is renewed, and the annual 
reports of inspectors of a by post commanders 
were never more able, instructive, and effective 
than this year. 

The opinion is expressed that there should be a 
skilled clerical accountant —— familiar with 
Army accounts for duty in the Washington office 
and elsewhere pecessary. 

The inspection of the work accomplished by the 
officers detailed to college duty shows that a con- 
siderable improvement has taken place in this work 
since the inspection began some years ago, and calls 
for generous attention to the wants of theese institu- 
tions. It is suggested that the three best students 
from each institution be named in the Army Regis- 
ter with the distinguished West Point cadets. 

The opinion is expressed that a battalion of ap- 
prentices would be as beneficial to the Army as the 
Navy, and this method of recruiting is advocated. 

Perfect military instruction is impossible with the 
depleted and skeleton organizations, yet in the face 
of the many difficulties the average instruction of 
the Army bas retained its excellence. The recent 
camps have added an efficiency and thoroughness 
to the instruction in large bodies, which was sadly 
lacking heretofore. Changes in the soldiers’ rations 
are recommended, a daily supply of fresh vege- 
tables being the principal addition asked for. 

An iporeased allowance of officers’ quarters is 
urged, also for transportation of baggage on change 
of station in proportion to the rooms occupied. 

A change 1s suggested in the method of purchas- 
ing cavalry horses. 

The report contains some recommendations con- 
cerning desertions. The opinion 1s expressed that 
the enlisted men should be allowed to draw their 
pay monthly, and that the time is now ripe fora 
ess irksome, expensive, dangerous and laborious 
method of paying off troops than having officers 
and clerks travelling all sorts of distances and by- 
ways to find the men to pay. An increase in the pay 
of non commissioned officers is recommended. 

The three-battalion organization is recommended 
and lineal promotion for the infantry subalterps, 
and the revival of the grade of lieutenant general. 








THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


Bria.-Gen. A. W. GREELY, Chief Signal Officer, in 
his annual report for 1889 says that for want of the 
proper facilities the officers and men of this service 
are gradually but surely retrograding as regards 
their —— duties, and at the end of the fiscal 
year the condition of signalinstruction in the Arm 
1s at the lowest ebb it has ever known. The records 
show that less than one officer out of nine of the 
line of the Army has received instruction in signal- 
ing during the year; less than one in 22 averaged 
one hour's instruction monthly, even including the 
most elementary branches. 

There are a number of surplus officers in the 
signal corps whose special talents and abilities are 
not entirely suited to scientific work as commis- 
sioned officers of the signal corps they should be 
utilized in performing their proper military duties. 
The signal corps possesses the shadow, rather than 
the substance, of a field equipment. It is evident 
thatii the Army fails ip qual ving itself for work 
of this techvical character, yet, as lopg as the pres- 
ent interest exists in the militia, there will at least 
be a body of highly intelligent men to be called 
upon, who will have perfected themselves as far as 
is possible with their methods and instruction. 
Rarely a month passes without some communica- 
tion from the militia showing their appreciation of 
the importance which attaches to means of distant 
communication, without which separated columns 
caunot successfully co-operate. 

Anestimate for the uniform of the enlisted men 
of the signal corps is again submitted. 

Attention is again invited to officers of this corps 
who are physically and mentally unfitted to per- 
form the duties in connection with the work of the 
service. They are a tax on the country, a drawback 
to the corps and they demoralize the unfortunate 
enlisted men who serve under or withthem. The 
ree! ganization and reduction of the signal corps is 
urged on the grounds of justice, efficiency and 
economy. instead of the 20 officers now authorized 
by law the duties could be ee by 13, pro- 
vided they were competent. The grade of 2d lieu- 
tenant should expire and the Ist lieutenants be re- 
cruited, by competitive examination, from the line 
of the — from officers of four years’ service. 
Promotion should be made only after examination ; 
a rule indispensable to the success of any bureau 
charged with technical duties,and which has con- 
tributed so much to the great efficiency and bigh 
professional standing of the corps of engineers, 
ordnance and medical departments. The force of 
enlisted men, which by existing law is fixed at 470, 
although appropriations are only made for 315, 
should be reduced to 200. '

S1r: The protracted disturbance in the Republic of Hayta 
being now happily terminated, the department takes pleas 
ure in expressing to you its approval of your conduct in the 
difficult circumstances which have recently attended the 
command of the North Atlantic station. The importance 
of American interests in the West Indies, and the earnest 
desire of the United States for the prosperity and tranquil- 
lity of the sister republics of America, have lent unusual 

vity to the recent course of events and to the proceed - 
ngs of our representatives in connection therewith. Dur- 
ing this period, in an unhealthy season, you have continued 
unremitting in vigilance a attention to duty, and by 
wise sanitary precautions bave successfully overcome the 
climatic influences to which the naval force was subj-cted. 
Your full and accurate reports have been of great service 
in onetiing the department to arrive at a correct under- 
standing of the situation. In your relations with the con- 
tending parties you have shown by your firmness and im- 
partiality that it is possible to maintain with exactness a 
— of neutrality, and at the same time to assert with 
ignity the rights of the Government and its citizens, and to 
— effectually their persons apd peoperty. fo review- 
ng your course, the department especially commends your 
courage and discretion at the critical momeat when the 
governmental authority at Port-au-Prince underwent a

BARNEGAT PARK. 


Tue N. Y. Gerald says: “Lieut. H. C. Fisher, 
U. 8. N. (U. 8. M.C.), is about to begin a suit in New 
Jersey against a real estate company which has 
been exploiting a place called Barnegat Park. 

‘In the circulars describing the place were maps 
showing streets, avenues and circles improved and 
built up. Lieut. Fisher says there is nothing of the 
kind there, and nothing else except open country 
and Jersey scrub oaks. The land cost, he thinks, 
about $6 an acre and wassold to Armyand Navy 
officers 1n lots at city prices. The system of the 
cotmpany was to advance the prices of the lots 25 
per cent. four times a year, so that before long the 
price of some lots was $1,000 apiece and their real 
value, as near as he can estimate it, about 75 cents. 
Some persons have tried to live there, but have 
been driven away by their disagreeable surround- 
ings, and the placeis now barren. There are some 
clearings through the underbrush where the mag- 
nificent avenues and boulevards of Barnegat Park 
were to be made, but otberwise there have been ne 
improvements except the building of twoor three 
cheap cottages, for which enormous prices were 
asked. Only one of these hus been sold and that 
isn’t finished. 

“The credit for the organization of Barnegat park 
is given to an Army officer who bas been on waiting 
orders six years. Lieut. Fisher will not disclose his 
name. The scheme istwo years old. Lieut. Fisher 
thinks an interesting story about it can be told in 
the courts. He is convinced there will never be any 
‘Army and are officers’ home’ there, and he 
wants his money back.” 








INTERNATIONAL MARITIME EXHIBITLON. 


Tue [nternational Maritime Exhibition opened 
Nov. 4, in the Mechanics’ Building, Boston, 
Mass., where 74¢ acres of floor spave will be used in 
which to display the products of the ship carpen- 
ter, the sailmaker, the artist, and the ironworker. 
Everything that enters into the mechanism of a 
ship is exhibited there, and one is able to get a good 
idea of nautical matters by a study of the diff-rent 
exhibits. There is upon the stage a full-sized model 
of the new Burgess yacht Quickstep, perfect in every 
detail above the water line; on her decks will be 
given concerts from day to gay by Cappa’s 7th 
Regiment band, of New York, aud other combina- 
tions of musicians. It is proposed to bave a con- 
cert in progress in the big exhibition hall during 
the entire day and evening. 

A canal has been constructed in the basement of 
the building which coutains 400,000 gallons of water. 
On this are exhibited models of every conceivable 
style of vessel. The art gallery will be an object of 
great interest 

The pew squadron on its way to European waters 
will, by permission of the Secretary of the Navy, 
steam to Boston early in the month and remain for 
at least three days, to give a National indorsement 
and character to the exhibition. Arrangements 
bave been made to bave anchorage as near the 
shore as sible, in order that it may be conven 
ient for visitors to go aboard. The ships’ boats will 
run between the wharves and their respective ves- 
sels, and every ible facility will be given the 
public to inspect the new warships. —

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


THE interesting and important recommendations 
for the improvement of the Service, made in the re- 
cent report of the Adjutant General, cannot fail to 
elicit bigh praise from the enlisted men of the 
Army, in whose interest they are made, and ought 
to receive the hearty concurrence and support of 
every captain of acompany. Their enactment into 
law would go far towards mitigating the existing 
evil of desertion and attract a better class of re~ 
cruits to the Service than is now obtained. The 
first and great need is the addition of fresh vegeta- 
bles to the ration. 

Gen. Kelton recommends the very moderate 
daily allowance of one pound of mixed vegeta)les, 
and the cost of this addition would scarcely be no- 
ticed in the annual appropriation for the subsistence 
of the Army. 

The second recommendation for tke graded re- 
tirement of enlisted men, after 15 and 20 years 
service, is directly in the line of efficiency and ought 
to be adopted. Nearly every company has on the 
rolls one or more old veterans who are no longer 
efficient as soldiers, but who are allowed to remain 
and to re-enlist, simply beeause 1t would be unjust 
to turn them out upon the world after spending 
their youth and middle age inthe Service. Witha 
reasonable retirement provision, such as is proposed 
by Gen. Kelton, many of these men would, no 
doubt, elect to retire, and the obligation ro retain 
such as would not, and who were not desirable to 
keep would not be so controlling as it now is. 

The further recommendation that enlisted men 
be allowed to purchase their discharge will meet 
with general service approval, and ought long ago 
to have had legislative sanction. 

These several recommendations ought to be 
enacted into law, before any serious effort is made 
to increase the Army beyond its present strength, 
however much such increase is needed. The first 
and great consideration is to have a contented and 
efficient personnel, and it is believed that Gen. Kel- 
ton’s recommendations will, in a great degree, se- 
eure both these objects. The enlisted men should 
organize and send petitions from every post in 
the Army, through the military channel, to Con- 
gress, praying for the adoption of the measures, in 
their behalf, proposed by Gen. Kelton. The su- 
preme law of the land, the Constitution of the 
United States, provides that the right of petition 
shall not be abridged, and in this case there would 
seem to be a necessity for some such action to se- 
cure the attention of Congress to this reeommenda- 
tion. 

The tables of statistics in Gen. Kelton’s report 
show that the percentage of desertion in light bat- 
teries is 27 per cent., 13 per cent. in the cavalry, 
12 per cent. in the white cavalry and infantry regi- 
ments, and only 2 per cent. in the colored regiments 
of cavalry and infantry. The classification by lo- 
cation would indicate that the Pacific coast is the 
favorite station, the percentage there being only 
nine, to eleven and twelve elsewhere. The variation 
according to strength of garrison is not significant- 
The rate of desertion at ten of the largest posts, 
paid bi-monthly, is but 10 per cent, fas compared 
with 15 per cent, at ten posts, similarly situated 
paid monthly, The following list shows the per- 
centage of desertions at the different posts, ranging 
them in the order of their percentages, Fort Niagara 
heading the list with 35 percent., and Fort Mis- 
soula, Mont., and Apache and Grant, Ariz., having 
the banner record of only 1 per cent.

k will be observed that the heaviest desertions 
are in some of the light artillery batteries As 
to this a correspondent, whose communication 
is too long to publish in connection with the annual 
reports, suggests that the stoppage of pay to meet 
the drawing of clothing in excess of the allowance 
in light batteries accounts for some of the discon- 
tent on the men. The semi-annual allowance of 
the recruits is not, he thinks, sufficient to meet the 
requirements for the first six months, which, for 
the artillery, are in excess of those of the infantry- 
man. ‘The clothing regulations,” he says, ‘‘are 
such that they have doubtless had their influence 
in driving from the Service more or less of the 50 
men who have deserted from a light battery during 
the past three years, half of these men averaging 
about six months’ service; and were it not for the 
clothing left by these deserters the men remaining 
could not keep within their present allowance from 
the second to the fifth years.” 

This correspondent also makes an argument for 
the increase of pay of non-commissioned officers, 
which applies to other branches of the Service as 
well as to the artillery. In conclusion, he says : 
‘‘ Within the past year we have seen the broom 
begin to work on some Army cobwebs, but there 
are some that cannot be biushed away until Con- 
gress stiffens the broom a little with some golden 
straws. Our light artillery isnot what it might be, 
but the way is plain by which its condition would 
become gratifying in the extreme.” 








Ir 1s possible that the talk concerning a consoli- 
dation of the Adjutant General’s and Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Departments may result in a bill being intro- 
duced for the purpose, but it is not likely that the 
proposition will receive legislative sanction. None 
of the annual reports of Army officials, thus far 
made public, advocate such a scheme, and it can be 
safely said that neither the Secretary of War or 
Commanding General will recommend any legisla- 
tion on the subject, unless it be to increase the 
corps of inspectors by regular appointment from 
the line as proposed by Gen. Breckinridge. As 
only one officer of the Adjutant General's Office was 
on duty in connection with the volunteer branches, 
lately transferred from the A. G. O. to the Secre- 
tary’s Office, there would seem to be no good found- 
ation for the statement that there has been a mate- 


rial reduction of the work for the Assistant Adju- 





tant General on this account. 








THE MARITIME CONFERENCE. 


Tue International Maritime Congress bas now 
been in session since October 11. Up to the pres- 
ent time 126 amendments to the existing Rules of 
the Road and the carrying of proper lights for 
sailing and steam vessels have been offered and are 
now being considered by the delegates. So far 
nothing of any importance or that will have any 
direct bearing upon the present Rules looking to 
any national change therein has been done. It is 
true that the three Committees on ‘Sound Sig- 
nals,” ‘‘ Lights,” and ‘‘ Devices and Systems” 
have submitted their respective reports. It is 
equally true that, after a thorough examination of 
all the literature submitted and the plans and de- 
vices offered, these same committees recommend 
nothing, but leave everything to the Conference. 
This has proved a great disappointment. It was 
certainly expected that some simple system would 
be adopted in the matter of fog signals. This is 
the most important subject that the Conference 
will have to discuss. There are any number of in- 
ventors in this city each of whom is confident 
that his device possesses all the attributes which 
goto make up a perfect system. Strange as it 
may seem, the Committee on ‘‘ Sound Signals ” did 
not deem the device of any one of the inventors as 
possessing any merit whatever over the primitive 
systems nowin use. The whole time of the Con- 
ference so far has been taken up in discussing the 
first six articles of the Rules of the Road. 

As mentioned above, while the Committee on 
Lights reported absolutely nothing, yet in face of 
this the Conference is going ahead, day after day, 
discussing the lights. The American delegates, 
under the leadership of Mr. Goodrich, of New 
York, were determined to force the question of 
supplying range lights to all vessels, but, when the 
question came up on Thursday of this week, the 
project was quickly but effectually buried by a vote 
of the delegates. The superior equipment of the 
delegation from England from every point is ap- 
parent to everyone in the Oonference. Although 
they are restricted avcording to their instructions 
to a discussion of the First and Third of the formu- 
lated subjects, it is clear to all that they have not 
overlooked a single point. Mr. Hall, their spokes— 
man, is the leading Admiralty lawyer of Great 
Britain, and his colleagues are selected from the 
representative maritime men of the United King- 
dom. They were in session months before they 
came here and examined and discussed thy various 
questions from every possible standpoint. This has 
its weight with most all of the Continental dele- 
gates, and the only point lost to England was the 
vote of the Conference to discuss the entire pro- 
gramme instead of only the first and third subjects, 
There has been one great point gained. The Con- 
ference is composed of the leading maritime men 
of the world. The discussion of the different 
amendments will have a good effect as to obtaining 
the views of these celebrated men. Of coarse, as 
stated in the early part of the article, while there is 
no probability of any material change in the rules, 
the discussions will be productive of- much good. 
Lieut. Cottman, of the Navy, the secretary of the 
Conference, has placed a model of the Kearsarge 
in the front parlor of the Wallach Building. The 
electricians of the Navy Department have fitted 
the miniature vessel up with masthead, stay and 
after lights, which are constantly on exhibition. A 
double system of ranning lights is also shown, as 
is also the three light system of Lieut. Fletcher of 
the Navy. 








THose who recall the melancholy experience of 
England with the early Armstrong guns, will sym- 
pathize with her in the distress which attends the 
discovery that her ordnance officers are travelling 
the same road again, to the same result. This is 
at least the conclusion of the London Times in an 
article we quote elsewhere. To review the history 
of English naval and ordnance administration during 
the past half century is to make it clear that she 1s 
a most untrustworthy guide for us. Her resources 
are so great that she is able in the end to recoup 
herself, but her progress to a satisfactory result is 





‘almost invariably throagh miscalculation and 


bungling which would go far to ruin a less wealthy 
nation. She waited for the United States and 
France to show her the importance of the serew be- 
fore she would adopt it, although its value had been 
demonstrated to her Admiralty Lords by actual ex- 
periment seven years before. She insisted upon it 
that 44 inches of armor furnished sufficient protec- 
tion, for at least fifteen years after a target of that 
thickness had been pierced in experiments at Sandy 
Hovk in 1842. We would invite the attention of 
Lieut. Cualiff, who is writing on the Development of 
Armor in the Eogineering Journal,to this fact. Eug- 
land argued against the adoption of our Monitor type 
until after Capt. Cowper Coles’ unfortunate vessel, 
intended to improve upon it, had turned turtle in the 
Bay of Biscay and carried to the bottom with it five 
hundred good men. She has wandered into a 
wilderness of experiment to find as she is finding, and 
must continue to realize more and more, that the 
Monitor is the only logical form for the turreted 
vessel, and that it is the most efficientof all types, 
No, gentlemen of the Navy, you will gain nothing 
by the study of English methods and English mod- 
els, but you will gain much if you devote proper 
attention to the development of the ideas which 
American inventive genius is constantly placing at 
your disposal. Why is it that American inventions 
should be obliged to find their way into the American 
services by the way of Europe ? Every one familiar 
with British war office and naval methods under- 
stands the difficulties that hedge the path of the 
purveyor of new ideas in a country where it costs 
forty pounds, in feeing lackeys, to accept royal hos- 
pitality over night, and that of lesser dignitaries iu 
proportion. 





THE War Department is determined that the post 
trader shall go. There has been some opposition to 
the canteens by Army officers, and in every ine 
stance where canteens have been established and 
the post trader ousted, there has been the strong- 
est kind of pressure brought to bear upon the Sec- 
retary of War to allow the old method to prevail, 
He has thus far firmly adhered to the original 
general order and there is yet no sigu of weaken- 
ing; on the contrary every possible effort is be- 
ing made to extend the canteensystem. The latest: 
move 10 that direction is the detail of Captain F. 
H. E. Ebstein, 2ist Infantry, toduty in this con- 
nection. He is to visit David's Island, N. Y. H., 
Fort Monroe, Va., Washington Barracks, D. O., 
and other posta East of the Mississsippi yet to be 
designated for the purpose of educating the officers 
at these posts as to the advantages of the canteen 
and, if necessary, to remain at these posts and insist 
in their establishment. At the three posts 
named there has been more or less opposition 
to the new system. In one instance it was decided 
to establish the canteen, but it was proposed to put 
the post trader in charge, a recommendation that. 
was promptly denied by the War Department as 
not being according to the spirit or the letter of 
the orders on this subje:t. The sooner the canieen 
system is made universal throughout the Army the 
better. 





A OORBESPONDENT, anxious to contribute his. 
quota in the cause of reform, writes: “So many 
recommendations for the improvement of tl e Army 
have appeared of late, that it is astonishing not 
one reformer ever thought of giving all grades of 
enlisted men of cavalry, artillery and mtantry the 
same pay as the enlisted men of the Battalon of 
Engineers receive. This would give two classes of 
privates in the line, and would be the greatest in- 
ducement to good behavior, so as to get into the 
first class and receive the higher pay.” 








THE recruiting service of the Admy is receiving 
close attention at the War Department, and import- 
ant instructions have been issued to the superin- 
tendent and the commanders of the several depots, 
showing thoughtful considerativn for the inexperi- 
ence of recruits at the outset of their military 
eareer. Thisisas it should be, for while we are 
averse to anything like coddling, we hold that re- 
cruits should be treated like men and carefully and 
conscientiously advanced in the routine matters of 
their profession.

The ration as issued ‘by the Subsistence Depart- 
ment is not enougb, being ee d sufficient to sustain 
life. and by trying to make it suffice the quality of 
the food pe es to the soldier is rendered very poor. 
* * * JT have seen men go into the mess hall at 
mealtime and upon seeing what was placed before 
them turn away and leave the room in disgust. 
* * * The soldier does not consider the amount 
of work he has to do, providing he has plenty to 
eat; for the motto of the soldier is: ** Fe me and 
I'll work.” 
Lieutenant M. M. McNamee, 3d Cavalry, says: 

We may dressa man in broadcloth and give him 
carpets to walk on, but if his food is not sufficient 
he will not be satisfied. * * * Make potatoes and 
onions a part of the ration in order that other parts 
need not be sold and the ration is sufficient; other- 
wise itis not. * * * Give the enlisted men all the 
beef and bacon to which they are entitled (by adding 
the potatoes and onions to the ration) and raise the 
pay and status of the non commissioned officer and I 
venture to say that the desertions in our Army will 
decrease one-half. 

Lieutenant M. Gray Zalinski, 2d U. S. Artillery, 
says: 

No company fund should be allowed to exceed 

50. * * * [tis both crueland uncalled for to roll 
up a large fund at the expense of the men’s 
stomachs. * * * Most of the desertions which 
came under my observation while in the ranks were 
directly attributable to the insufficient food. 


As each of the officers from whom we have 
quoted rose from the ranks, their opinions, based 
upon practical experience, are certainly worthy of 
respectful consideration by those in whose hands 
the welfare of the Army is placed. 








AN officer sends us a just complaint that he is 
compelled when travelling under orders to advance 
the money necessary to pay bis travelling expenses. 
In such a case mileage is not allowed until after 
the journey is accomplished, when the distance 
traveled is less than 2,000 miles. It is unjust to 
compel an officer to advance the means of per 
forming a journey on which he is ordered. He 
should have mileage prepaid, or be furnished a 
transportation order. 








A OORRESPONDENT writes: ‘‘ Keep hammering 
away at the ‘discharge by purchase’ arrangement 
if only for the relief of those unhappy Congress- 
men and others who are pestered nigh to death 
with requests to get friends and relatives out of 
the Army. If the purchase system 1s established 
then ap answer to all such appeals can readily be 
made:** Down with the cash and the thing is done.’ * 








WE publish in full this week the important Gen- 
eral Orders No. 79, in regard to the promo‘ion of 
meritorious non-commissioned officers, to which we 
referred last week. Theorder speaks for itself, and 
in its details shows careful consideration for the 
welfare of the Service. 





Tuer London correspondent of the New York 
Times writes: “1 got a curious intimation from an 
Anglo-German source that the German Emperor 
has a quite well-defined notion of visiting the 
United States within the next year orso. Much will 
depend, of course, both on German domestic poli- 
tics and on the European outlook in the spring, 
which people are again beginning to shake their 
heads doubtfully about; but there seems a distinct 
probability that he will cross the Atlantic before 
long and take a look at the great republic and its 
people. One of the palatial German liners would 
doubtless be taken over and remodelled for his use, 
because bis own yacht is not quite big enough for 
so long a cruise, and it still would be acdempanied 
by an imposing escort of new ironclads.” 








ComMANDER F. FE. CHapwick, U. 8S. N., in a letter 
to the N. Y. Times, presents seme interesting con- 
siderations to show that Germany is not such @ 
sufferer from its military system as the-peace-at 
any-price advocates would have us believe.

While this 1s all true, it does not altogether accord 
with the opinion of General Brialmont, of Belgium, 
who is quoted as saying: ‘The very first condition 
of peace that will be laid down by the victors as 
soon as the great European armies meet, on what- 
ever side victory may rest, will be a general and 
immense cutting down of military strength, and we 
shall hear no more in our age of whole vations 
turned into permanent camps.” 








“It has been reserved,” says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, “ for Maj.-Genera! 0. O. Howard's report to 
reveal to the public that we have in this country the 
best and most powerful explosive of which the Gen- 
eral knows, and it is his busiaess to know them all. 
This powder is the invention of a young Russian, is 
called Americanite, and has been adopted by the 
Standard Oil Company to replace nitro-glycerine in 
‘shooting’ its wells. The General does not say that 
it is smokeless, like the Kuropean powders, but he

MURDERED BY APACHE PRISONERS. 
FLORENCE, ARIZ. TER., Nov. 3. 


SHERIFF ReyNoLDs, W. A. Holmes, and Eugene 
Middleton, while taking eight Apache Indians and 
one Mexican to Yuma Peopitentiary this morning, 
were killed by their prisoners four miles from 
Riverside. [t happened about five o’clock, and 
before daylizht. he Sheriff had removed the 
shackles from the legs of six of the Indians, before 
they started to walk up a beavy sandwash, but 
they were handcuffed together by the wrists in sets 
of two, their outer hands being free. Sheriff Rey- 
nolds was in front of the column and Deputy 
Holmes and the Mexican prisoner were in the rear 
of the column. At a signal from one of the Indians, 
the Sheriff was seized by the two immediately back 
of bim, while the two Indians immediately in front 
of the deputy wheeled about and secured bis gun, 
with which, afte: killing him, they shot the Sheriff, 
who washeld by their companions. 

During the massacre the Mexican prisoner ran 
forward to the stage, which was about forty yards 
to the front, and warned the driver, Middleton. 
The latter drew his patel but was shot twice by 
the [ndians, the first bullet ranging toward the top 
of his head and the other passing through the lower 
part of the face. After removing their shackles, 
the Indians mutilated the body of Reynolds by 
crusbing in the skullin a horrible manner. They 
then disappeared. Middleton, after recovering 
—6 walked back to Riverside and gave the 
alarm. e Mexican prisoner, after he had warned 
Middleton, ran toward the hills. He was fired at 
several times but not hit. After the Indians had 
departed, he secured a horse and rode into Fiorence 
and gave himself up, lt is thought, as the sheriff 
of Pinal County and his Florence posse are nine 
hours behind the murderers, there is but little pros- 
post of the latter being captured. Three of the In- 

ians were sentenced for the shooting of Al Sieber, 
the chief of scouts at the San Carlos reservation, 
June 20, one forthe murder of a freighter, and the 
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others for the killing of another Indian. A des- 
patch from Tucson says troops have been ordered 
out from Apache, San Carlos, Fort McDowell and 
Lowell to intercept the murderers if possible. 








CONCENTRATION OF TROOPs. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

AN officer of the regular service was detailed to at- 
tend and report upon the concentration of the 
t-cops of the 2d Brigade, Massachusetts Stat» Mili- 
tia, at Lynn on the 31 of last month. The following 
is an extract of his report, as published in a daily 
paper of large circulation. he writer in this ex- 
tract is reporting upon the embarkation of one of 
the lufantry regiments on cars which were in wait- 
ing. 

I would desire here to renew the recommens#ation made 
in my report on the concentration of the New York troops 
prior to the centennial parade of April 30, to the effect that 
instructions for this purpose shouid be incorporated in the 
tactics for the instruction of the regular troops. At present 
T do not believe that any regular regiment would compare 
at all favorably in this respect with any of the New York or 
Massachusetts regiments. 

Now, the question arises, did this officer ever wit- 
ness one of ourregular Infantry regiment+ embark 
on a railroad train? From this unauthorized and in- 
vidious comparison I don’t think or believe that he 
ever did. Our tactics are suffivient on tie subject of 
embarkation. Such reports do great injustice to the 
service.

PROPOSED INNOVATION IN THE NAVY. 

The N. Y. Times says: There is renewed interestin 
naval circles in the proposition to secure legislation 
which would open a way for enlisted and appointed 
men in the Navy to obtain commissions. It is de- 
clared tbat a more healthful tone would be im- 
parted to the whole naval establishment by making 
it possible for deserving young men to above 
the grade of warrant offivers. 

The British are about to establish some system 
whereby their warrant officers may obtain vommis- 
sions. uring the last manceivres many warrant 
officers were givep charge of torpedo boats and were 
putin command of supply craft. Many of them 
were deemed competent to perform the duties of a 
commissioned officer. There is a great dearth of 
officers in the royal navy, and it has been thought 
most advisable to give the warrant officers a chance. 

The United States Navy does not lack officers. On 
the contrary, more men graduate yearly frem An- 
napolis than places can be found for; but, notwith- 
standing this,a certain number of appointments 
could be yearly left open to warrant officers, to the 

reat betterment of the service. Some time ago 

ngress permitted the Secretary of the Navy to 
make three apprentices to Aunapolis yearly from 
the training fieet. In nearly every instance these 
apprentices took high standing in their classes, and 
— afterward known in the service as efficient of- 
cers. 

Year after year the condition of the commissioned 
officers has been bettered, but the seamen and war- 
rant officers have always had presented to them the 


‘bar placed between them and the commissioned 


oe. Many of the apprentices join the Navy be- 
ieving that eventually they may obtain cemmis- 
sions, and it is just as soon as the mistake is discov- 
ered that discontent begins, which leads frem one 
thing to another, uotil desertion ends it ail. 

The leading officers of the Navy are the enes most 
in favor of some change, but until the Secret of 
the Navy indorses such a project it is not likely to 
succeed. There would be little difficulty in ebtain- 
ing the very best of material for the apprentice ser- 
viceif once it became known that by hard study 
and diligent attention to duty a s>mmission could 
be obtained. Boys who lack sufficient political in- 
fluence to cbtain an appointment to Annapolis 
would eagerly accept a chance, slim though it might 
be, to work their wey up to a commission frem the 
the ver) bottom of the ladder. The apprentice 
corps would not only be made up of boys m bet- 
ter families, but there would be imparted te the 
corps a higher tone than it now possesses.:

INSTRUCTION FOR THE N. Y. NATIONAL GUARD. 


G. O. 35, A. G. O. 8. N. V.. Nov. 1, 1889. 

I. Commanding officers of reriments, battalions, batteries 
and separate companies, will establish schools of instruction 
for the officers, also schools for the non-commissioued offi- 
cers of their respective commands, which shall be held a 
least once in each month until! May first proximo. 

The subject of study at these schools shall be the drill 
regulations, guard duty, the Military Code and the State 
regulations. 

Commanding officers of brigades will also order such 
schoojs of instruction for the officers of their brigades as 
they may deem necessary. 

If. During the current drill season, commanding officers 
of regimen ttalions and separate companies, will give 
special attention to the theoretical, and if ble prac 
tical, instruction of their commands in skirmishing, guard- 
mounting and guard duties. 

Recruits will not be permitted to drill or parade with 
their companies unt] they are thorougbly conversant with 
the school of the soldier, and well instructed in the duties 
of sentinels and in sighting and aiming. 

Instruction in drum and trum pet signals will be given, so 
es eee and enlisted men may recognize them when 
sou a 

III. Commanding officers of companies wil! see that the 
enlisted men of their respective commands receive the ne- 
cessary preliminary instruction in rifie practice, and, where 
possible, that they have gallery practice, before they are 
sent to the ranges. 

The following instructions prepared by the General In- 
spector of Rifle Practice are prescribed: 

[We omit the instructionsin sighting and aiming which 
follow, as they are practically the same as heretofore pub- 
lished in G. O. 5, A. G. O., Feb. 4, 1887, with these exceptions: 
Under the head of “sighting” it is suggested at times dur- 
ing this drill, the leaf of the rear sight should be required 
to be raised, and in aiming drili by the numbers it is di 
rected at (one) to come to the position of ready and raise the 
leaf of the rear sight, instead of simply executing the first 
motion of load asin the old order.) 

Practice in aiming will be continued until the men aim 
—— and correctiy from the shoulder, after which they 
should be taught how to discharge the arm by pressing or 
eq ager, and ly to avoid a pull or jerk 
in so dving. The instructor willalso give such further in 
structions as his experience may suggest. The General In- 
spector of Rifle Practice, will arrange for the instruction of 
Inspectors of Rifle Practice, or of company officers in rifle 
practice, when deemed necessary by him, through the re- 
spective brigade commanders. 

A de commanders in person, or through staff offi- 
cers, will see that the above directions are strictly complied 
with, and commanding officers of renimenss. battalions, 
troops, batteries and separate compan will, on the first 
day of May next, report to these headquarters the manner 
ot execution, and result of the foregoing instructions.

PENSIONS FOR THE N. Y. GUARD. 


IN answer to several inquiries, we republish the act to 
provide for the payment or pensions to members of the N. 
G.,S. N. V.. and tbeir families in certain cases. The act 
—— June 18, 1887, by a two-thirds vote, and was as 
Tollows: 

Tbe people of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows— 

Section 1. Every member of the National Guard who 
shail be wounded or disabled, or in the last ten years has 
been so disabled in the performance of any actual service 
in this State, such as in cases of riot, tumult, breach of the 
peace, resistance to process, invasion, irsurrection, or im- 
minent danger thereof, or whenever called upon in aid of 
the civil authorities, or while engaged in any lawfully or- 
dered parade, dril!, encampment, or inspection, shall receive 
out of any moneys in the treasury of the State not utherwise 
appropriated, upon the certificate of the Surgeon General, 
and of the Adjutant General, and approval of the Governor, 
the like pension or reward that persons under similar cir- 
cumstances receive trom the United States, and in cases of 
fatal injury or death, that the widow or minor children of 
such menber of the Nationa! Guard shall receive such pen- 
sion or reward, which shali date from and be paid from 
the passage of this act and hereafter at the time of receiv - 
ing the injuries on account of which such reward is 


allowed. 
Section 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

. G. 8S. N. Y., is commented upon. The criticisms are most 
fair. However, the criticism in these words: “ The entire 
troop being without_spurs_was a lamentable omission,” is 
not a proper one, Inthe Regular Army a Generali Order 
from the War Department was issued, I think about 1885, 
prescribing arms. etc.,to be worn by the cavairy soldier 
mounted and dismounted. In accordance with that order 
spurs are not worn dismounted, and such has been the cus- 
tom in the Army for four or five years. Tbat order 1s still 
in force, and in the absence of any State regulation on the 
subject Troop A followed the rule of the Regular Army.

G. O. 73, July 1, 1885, Hoqrs. Army, directs that spurs shall 
not be worn by the trooper on dismounted duty. This 
order was certainly not intended to govern annual inspec- 
tions in the Netional Guard, at which time all orgavizations 
are expected to parade fully equipped. There is no similar 
annual inspection in the Army. In the absence of any State 
regulations on the subject, however, Troop A was correct 
in totlowing out the instruction of the order in_ question, 
and the criticism should not have been made. But we are 
decidedly of opinion that spurs of acavairy troop at an 
annual inspection (even though dismounted) ougit to be 
worn. At these annual inspections the uniforms, arms, and 
equipmeuts of each command are presented for examina- 
tion of the regularly authorized inspecting officers. Spurs 
are a very necessary portion of the equipment of a cavairy 
soldier, and should certainly bein place during an inspec 
tion. For the ordinary troop drill, dismounted, there is no 
direct pecessity for the wearing of the spurs, and this is no 
doubt what is contemplated by the G. O.. War Department, 
referred to, but on occasions of ceremony like the one cited 
the failure to wear the spurs was certainly an omission, 
but for which Capt. Roe was nut responsible.

REPORT OF COL. H. M. BLACK, U. 8. A.. ON ANNUAL ENCAMP~ 
° MENT OF STATE TROOPS. 

Unper date of Fort Wayne, Detroit, Mich., Aug. 1889, 
Col. Black made his report to the Adjctant Ny U. 8. 
Army. The following are the extracts from the report. 
The encampment was at Gognac Lake, near Battle Creek, 
Mich., trom Aug. 8 to 13, 

It was on the border —— of the lake, about forty feet 
above it, beautifully located on high and rolling ground, 
about two miles south of Battie Creek. It was ali laid out, 
and 630 tents pitched and ony Se occupation by the goy- 
ernor and bis staff. the brigadier general commanding and 
staff, four infantry regiments, including brigade hospital, 
All bad walls, including forty new common tents. The sol- 
diers bad exceisior mattresses or bedsacks filled with straw ; 
their tents floored and all very comfortable. 

Camp Smith became a reality at reveilie, Aug. 8th, im- 
mediately after which instruction commenced, with set- 
ting-up drill, policing, breakfast, guard mounting by regi- 
ments, followed by battalion drill. thus occup fe all the 
forenoon. After dinner battalion and battalion skirmish 
drill, brigade dress parade, followed by a dress parade of 
one regiment. Thus the daily routine was kept up du 
the encampment, except brigade inspection of troops 
camp on Aug. ll, and review by thegovernor and “ attack 
and defence,” (sham battle) on supposed camp on Aug. 12.

with a critical eye. The effect upon the regiment was bene- 
ficial. 'The camping of the Regulars with the State Troops 
wasastepin the rigbt direction and should be continued 
for the benefit of both parties. Governor Luce, the com- 
mander-in-chief, was in camp during its five days, con- 
stantly riding about same, witnessing the various drills, ex - 
ercises, etc.; seemed well pleased and deeply interested in 
what was going op. He reviewed all the troops—23d U. 8. 
Infantry included. It wasa grand sight for Michigan; the sol 
dieriy bearing and steady march elicited t applause from 
un immense assemblage of citizens—said to be over 20,000— 
who were present. He was also presentat the attack and 
defence (sham battle) of a supposed camp, with even a 
greater number of citizeus, whose interest in same was very 
plegsing and encouraging to the troops. 

This is the third year that Col. Black has inspected the 
Michigan State troops incamp; each year showed quite a 
perceptible improvement in all the duties of the soldier. 

To conclusion, Col. Black tenders hearty thanks to Gover- 
nor Luce and staff,tbe military voard, Brig.-Gen. Brown 
and staff for the many acts of courtesy and kindness; in 
fact, to all others whom it was his good fortune to meet. 








CALIFORNIA. 


From the carefully prepared report of Major A. D. Cutler, 
Inspector 2d Brigade, we make the following extracts : 

Ist Regimeut—The regiment is especially congratulated 
on the military appearance and personnel of its entire roster 
of officers. As much, however, cannot be said of all the 
enlisted men, among whom app2ar just enough of the so- 
called “ slouchy ” variety to deteriorate the fine appearance 
of the whole, and to cause surprise at their being any below 
the average. 

The atrocious make-up and fit of many of the uniforms, 
fully one-fourth, is responsible for something of the a 
pearance referred to, which in some of the cases could only 
possibly be remedied by the putting together of structures, 
hitherto unknown to —— to fill them. 

Many of them of necessity have been altered and made 
over witb but little improvement, and the general result is 
discouraging to the men and unsatisfactory. The pew 
helmets, as a rule, fit badly, and are consequently both un- 
soldierly appearing and uncomfortable. The tactical move- 
ments executed betore the inspection were very satisfac- 


tory. 

37 Artillery Regiment—The general appearance, condition 
and efficiency is such as to claim commendation, when it is 
copsidered that the field work bas been thrown on its com- 
manding officer alone for nearly a year past, and goes to 
show of what good material it is com , and how mucb 
could be expected of it in the way of regimental work 
under its tull complement of field officers. 

The need of thorough “ setting up” is indicated generally 
througbout the companies, although, as noticed in the Ist 
Infantry, the resumption of uctual work under command 
seems to dissipate any “ slouchy ” appearance. 

The regimental parade and drill previous to inspection 
was excellent in arrangement and general execution. 

3a Infantry Regiment—The general appearance was good 
and the attendance—357 out of 432 (83 per cent.)—a great 
improvement over 1888. The regiment is fortunate in pos- 
sessing three of the most active and energetic field officers 
in the brigade. 

A close examination, however, of the ranks betrays in 
some companies a lack of pride in or appreciation of per- 
sonal appearance, neatness, and soldierly precision, which 
are all co necessary to efficiency. 

The regimental movements and drill previous to inspec- 
tion were not as satisfactery as expected, but were partially 
excusable on account of the crowded condition of the ball. 

5th Infantry Regiment—The companies being located in 
different towns were inspected separately, except A and F 
at Oakland, which, witb the field, staff and band, madea 
fine appearance in all respects, being handled efficiently as 
a battalion by the lieutenant colonel. 

The full regimental band, the only one in the brigade pre- 
sented for inspection, especially deserves mention for its 
soldierly appearance and efficiency as a band, of which am- 
ple proof was given. 

The neglect und lack of supervision and attention by 
regimental officers in this regiment, is more noticeable than 
elsewhere in the brigade, and calls for severe criticism and 
copdemnation, being openly noted and criticised by com- 
pany Officers, and thereby harmful to the regiment's disci- 

pline and efficiency. 

The tair condition of most of the companies is due almost 
wholly to the efforts of their commanding officers, and un- 
der the circumstances is very creditable to them. 

Little fault was found with the San Francisco Hussars, 
The appearance of the men and personal equipments was ot 
the best, ana their soldierly set up and periect attention to 
all the details of inspection and muster deserve the highest 
compliments. 

Nearly all the horse equipments, particularly bridles 
used by the men, were, however, found to be so old and un- 
serviceable as to be practically beyond inspection, save by a 
Board of Survey, which could do its duty only by condemn- 
ine them us a whole. 

Brigade Signal Corps—Tbis corps, lately organized, bids 
fair to prove a valuuble and efficient adjunct to the brigade, 

As field work with large bodies of men ia necessary to the 
successful drill und discipline of such a corps, it would seem 
well that they be allowed opportunities to encamp with one 

or more of the regiments of the brigade; to which end uni- 
forms and apparatus, both of which were lacking at inspec- 
tion, are necessary and profitable. 





CONNECTICUT. 


A DESPATCH from Hartford, Nov. 5, says: ‘Col. Cone and 
23 other officers of the lst Regiment of State militia bave 
resigned in a body. The resignations were agreed upon at 
a private meeting and are uniform in tenor. The officers 
claim that they cannot comply with G. O. No, 25, A. G. O., 
requiring them to arrange drills so as not to interfere with 
reasvonabie renting of armories by the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral. This order applies to all armories 1n the State and the 
lst Regiment officers are the only objectors. Polo, it is said, 
is at the bottom of the trouble. The Hartford armory was 
wanted for Wednesday and Saturday evenings during the 
winter, from 8 o'clock to 11, and $1 is offered as rent for 
the season. Governor Bulkley, it is further stated, favors 
the game, and aiso holds that the State may as weil take the 
rent money to apply tuward military expenses. Col. Cone 
protested 10 vain, and be and his officers have consequently 
resigned.”

quest.” We can certainly bear testimony to the above 
fact and bave commented on the politeness of the Brooklyn 
police several times.

NEW SYSTEM OF SIGNALING. 


Tue fleet drill book issued by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation in 1888 has lately undergone revision by the 
Greer Tactical Board. Many of the changes made 
are those suggested by Rear Admiral Luce during 
his last cruise. A revised copy will be furnished 
Rear Admiral Walker for experimental purposes by 
the new squadron of evolution. These mancuvres 
will suggest many other changes, which will be fur- 
ther considered by the board upon the return of the 
sguadron to the United States next year. 

The Greer Board having dispoeved of this matter 
for the time being, is now considering the subject of 
signaling. One of the devices which has occupied its 
attention during the past week is that of Mir. John 
W. Haywood, of St. Johns, Newfoundland, known 
as the A B C system of night signaling. This inven- 
tion consists of an apparatusin the nature ofastere- 
opticon or magic lantern, with an automatic ar- 
rasgement whereby letters and other characters 
can be reflected on the sail of a vessel, and can be 
distinguished for several rmailes. Lt wasrecently ex- 
perimented with in Washington, the operator stand- 
Ing at the base of the Washington mouument, and 
by reflecting letters against the monument near the 
top, observers at Fort Myer, several miles distant, 
were able to read with perfevt ease every word 
spelled out with great rapidity by the operator. It 
has also been tried aboard ship with great success. 
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THE MARINE CONFERENCE. 


THE reports of the Committees on Systems and 
Devices,on Sound Signals, and on lights were laid 
before the International Marine Conference Nov. 

The Committee on Systems and Deviees say that 
they have considered thirty-seven different pro- 
posals on night signalling, etc., at sea, but have not 
seen apy plan equal to the Morse. 

The Committee on Lights say that, although they 
have no direct evidence of the insufficiency of the 
present system of lights, they, nevertheless, are of 
opinion that the regulations actually in force are 
insufficient to make the presence of a sailing vessel 
known to a fast steamer approaching ber soon 
enough to give the latter ample time to keep out of 
the way. The side lights at present shown by sail- 
ing vessels, and the white, or the flare-up lights, 
exhibited astern are not satisfactory. It 18 con- 
sidered, therefore, desirable that some plan be 
found by which the presence of a sailing vessel 
should be indicated at a greater distance than under 
the present regulations. The committee say the 
introduction of a white light, such as is carried by 
steamers under way, according to the present rules, 
would complicate the system of carrying lights on 
all classes of ships, since it would, as a matter of 
course, necessitate an increased number of lights to 
be carried by steamers also. In regard to side 
lights the committee are unable to recommend any 
of the systems submitted to their consideration as 
being free from all reasonable objections. 

The committee come to the conclusion that range 
lights, if properly placed and fitted, indicate, under 
certain circumstances, a sbip’s course in a more ac- 
curate way than at present, and, therefore, in the 
opinion of the committee, the optional introduction 
of some such system may be proposed for the favor- 
able.consideration of the conference. 

Among the suggestions submitted to the Confer- 
ence, the committee say, there are a pumber which 
are not definite enough to be commented upon, but 
whicb have suggested some resolutions, which are 
as follows: 

“1. The power of all running and anchor lights 
should be expressed by referring them all to one 
standard, by which the light issuing from the lau- 
tern should be measured. ; 

“2. The minimum power only of each such light 
should be definitely fixed. : 

“3. The use of electric incandescent lamps is to be 
permitted; that the use of the arc light, however, 
is to be, at least for the present, excluded for all 
— other than signalling and eearch ligbts. 

“4, Each lantern must be so constructed that the 
minimum power of light is to be found at every 
point where the light is to be visible, after the lamp 
has been fitted with proper screens. 
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85. The lanterns snall be so constructed as to in- 
sure the light having at least the required minimum 
power in the ideal line connecting the lantern with 
the horizon, even though theship be heeled one way 
or the other 12 degrees. 

“6. The glasses by which the coloring of the light 
is to be produced be so chosen that the lights retain 
their distinctive color even in a fog. 

“7. No detailed description should be internation- 
ally adopted for the construction of the lamp or 
lantern, so that a fair chance be given inventors to 
produce serviceable articles.”’ 

The Committee on Sound Signals report that until 
seamen areable to lovalizea sound with as great 
precision as they can the position of a light or ob- 
ject seen visually, the results to the mercantile ma- 
rine from the adoption of a system of course-indi- 
cating fog signals is, in their cpinion, a double ad- 
vantage. 

The committee invite the consideration of the 
Conference to the following pvints: 

“1. Many of thesteam whistles and fog horns and 
bells now in general use cannot be heard a suffici- 
ent distance. We therefore recommend the use of 
instruments giving a louder sound, and we consider 


it desirable that the sounds given by steam whistles | Vega 


and fog horns should be regulated so that the tones 

of the steamer’s fog whistle should be as distant as 

— from the sound of the sailing vessel's fog 
orn. 

*?. Asa vessel at anchor iu a fog, etc., in a fair 
way at sea, is in a more dangerous position, particu- 
larly while swinging round broadside to the main 
line of route with a chauge of tide, than if under 
way and sounding the authorized fog horn, we 
would suggest that such a vessel should be com- 
pelled to use a more efficient sound signal than the 
bell at present authorized. 

* 8. Asin a fog, etc.,a tug towiog another vessel 
forms an exceptional danger, we would suggest that 
the tug and the one or more vessels towed should be 
com pelled to sound a special fog signal. 

“4. A vessel ‘not under command’ should be 
compelled to sound a special fog signal. 

“5. (Blank.) 

“6, As regards the adoption ofa general system of 
sound signals, we learn by a return prepared by the 
British Board of Trade that the majority of ship- 
owners and master marines are of opinion that there 
isat present no demand or necessity for such sys- 
tem in the mercantile marine. Apart from the ques- 
tion as te war necessities, we concur in this opinion. 
But we wou'd recommend the conference to con- 
sider the desirabilitv of introducinga few urgent 
and importaut sound signals, particularly one to de- 
note that, when two neighboring ship; are stopped 
in@ thick fog, one vessel makiag the signal will re-

ARE THE GREAT GUNS A FAILURE? 


THE delay in completing the armament of those 
of our battleships intended to carry 111-ton and 67- 
ton guns, scandalous and inexcusable as it is, is a 
mere fieabite compared with the grave doubts that 
have from recent experience been forced on us as 
to whether the guns, when we get them, will be 
worth having. If is a very serious state of affairs 
for the first naval power in the world. a nation 
whose very existence depends on the efficiency of 
her navy, that ber most important and heavily 
armed ironclads should be supplied with ordnance 
about which a cloud of misgivings and suspicion 
hangs, which few believe to be trustworthy weapons 
if war should come upon us, and that these misgiv- 
ings should be more thau justified by what has 
lately occurred.

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The failures during the trials preliminary to their 
being offered for acceptance to Governments 
that have ordered them, bave been sufficiently 
numerous to give rise to the gravest apprehensions 
in respect of those guns that just managed to scrape 
through the ordeal. Without going into details, 1t 
is sufficient that, at the works of one firm alone, one

experience or scientific knowledge to produce as 
good steel as is turned out without difficulty b 
Krupp or Creusot, or whether cur guomakers as 
more of the metal they use than it can possibly bear 
—both these suppositions are probably correct—the 
fact remains that the quantity of metal sent in from 
the steel shops to the gun factories that 1s perforce 
rejected for its defects gives rise to the gravest sus- 
pivions that much that is accepted and used is very 
little better. Anotber cause is the highly unsatisfac- 
tory character of the powder at present supplied. 
The new powders have been lauded to th» skies. But 
our powder is anything but what it should be, and 
its uncertain and violent action accounts for many 
of the accidentsto our gups. The muzzle-loading 
38-ron gun of the Ajax was blown to pieces the other 








Say because the “prism black” powder employed 
had, from frequent aeons and transshipping, been 
broken up into small fragments, and its action 
thereby had become quick instead of slow. If this 
same powder, or the * chocolate” now preferred to 
it, is stored for any length of time in a magazine 
subject to the usual tem ture of a man-of-war, it 
1s liable to become a violent explosive with a deton- 
ating action, of which unpleasant fact the damaged 

reech pieces of the 6 inch guns of the Imperieuse 
in China the other day gave us fair warning. Neither 
have the French, with all their experience, escaped. 
The bursting of the 34-centimetre gun on board the 
Amiral Duperre was undoubtedly due to the pow- 
der having been exposed for along time to such a 
temperature as is commonly met with in the maga- 
zine of an ironclad, 

But it is not only the abnormally increased force 
of the powder thatis to blame for many misfor- 
tunes; it is the excessive quantity of charges that no 
gun can stand and live. The amount of powder 
used in English ordnance has long been stigmatized 
| the more sober minded and prudent artillerists 
of the Continent as “des charges folles,” and the ex- 
perience we have had of late, without profiting by 
it, goes far to show that these critics’ objections 
were well founded. The full charge of powder for 
our 1z in. gun is 295 pounds; for the French 32 centi- 
metre, which pretty nearly corresponds to it, it is 
only 235 pounds. A little bigher initial velocity is 
dearly bougbt at the price of safety. The erosive 
foree of modern —— moreover, is an element 
that bas to be reckoned with. Whether chemical or 
mechanical in its nature matters not, but the result 
is that some barrels after only 400 rounds resemble 
& ploughed field; se great is the erosion that lands 
and grooves are indistinguishable. Instead of the 
powder pressure following a diminishing curve, as 
calculated, it often rises to a maximum near the 





muzzle and destroys the piece, exerting its greatest 
energy at the weakest point of the gun. 

There is something utterly and radically wrong 
with the whole system of gun manufacture in Fng- 
land, which fact is to us, who by richts ought to be 
the first engineerirg country in the world, nothing 
short of a national disgrace. lt is reported, ana 
probably with only too much truch, that [taly, which 
hitherto has obtained her guns exclusively from 
Eoglish makers, has now determined to transter h 
custom to Germany. X.
